The solo project transitioned 
to a full band as the music gained ground with a 
little assistance through a promotion on iTune's front 
page. Smith's first song "Flaws", associated with 
its 1973 Badlands clips for a music video, is a clean 
arrangement of synth plus calculated electronica 
with a burst of vocal harmonies.

FIRST QUARTER: 

INCREASING INCOME 

One of the most basic indicators of 
a good and prospering economy is 
the continuous and stable increase 
of everyday income. The higher 
the income of an ordinary citizen 
increases, the higher his capacity to 
purchase products. This then fuels 
spending which consequently leads 
to economic growth. 

In the nine-year term of GMA, 
her administration experienced a 
roller coaster ride in terms of the 
population's purchasing power. 
When she took over in 2001, the 
Philippines stand at a GDP of $ 
197.3 based on the purchasing 
power parity, the number almost 
doubled to $ 368.5 billion when 
GMA stepped down in 2010. 
Though this may be too general 


to capture what common people 
would perceive, international 
evaluators such International 
Monetary Fund (IMF), World Bank 
(WB), and the CIA World Factbook 
estimates that the Philippines, with 
the current administration will 
continue to increase its GDP-PPP 
into $ 400 billion in the succeeding 
years. 

A consistently increasing GDP- 
PPP may not exclusively indicate a 
stable economy and a good 
government eyeing continuous 
economic growth, but it is a vital 
indicator. 

Consistent economic growth 
increases the country's reserves 
and enlarges our "economic pie". 
When there's enough for everyone 
to share, it provides enough 
opportunity for the poor to go 
nearer the rich, decreasing the gap 


SECOND QUARTER: 

GAP BETWEEN THE RICH 
AND THE POOR 

Another basic indicator of a 
progressive economy is the 
narrowing gap between the rich 
and the poor. According to the 
former leader, this has been a 
continuous problem since the 
economy here in the Philippines is 
highly politicized. 

PNoy's slogan, "kung walang 
corrupt, walang mahirap," is just a 
stain on his own administration, 
according to GMA. Because the 
fact that there are millions of 
Filipinos who claim or at least think 
that they are poor clearly manifest 
that the government is corrupt. 

PNoy's administration posed a 
slogan that advocates taking the 
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straight path by fighting corruption. 

GMA contends that this only 
concretizes PNoy's weakness in 
leadership. She claimed that he 
lacks vision and is weak with 
execution. This is the exact opposite 
of what she envisioned during her 
administration. During her term, 
she faced the economy believing 
that if there is no poverty, no one 
will succumb to the temptations of 
corruption. If everyone is satisfied 
with what they have, then they 
would have no reasons to steal and 
to cheat. That is why she focused 
on even the smallest possible way 
of helping; like the Pantawid ng 
Pamilyang Pilipino Program. GMA 
said that doing it the other way 
around only creates an image that 
the government or the people 
themselves are innately corrupt and 
that this inevitably leads to poverty. 

This problem, Madam Former 
President cannot be put only 
on the present administration's 
shoulders. This has been the 
situation even during the term of 
GMA. Amongst the countries in 
Asia, the gap between the rich 
and the poor is highest in the 


Philippines. The 10% of the richest 
population in the country earns 
30% of the country's total income. 

THIRD QUARTER: 
UNEMPLOYMENT RATE 

Another key factor of a stable 
economy is a low unemployment 
rate. The former administration 
boasts of the 9 million jobs it 
created during its term, how it 
kept a balance between options 
of going abroad to work or to stay 
because the government provided 
enough support to information 
and communication technology- 
run industries to fuel in billions 
of investments in support service 
and BPO industries. According to 
the former head of the state, the 
booming of the call center industry 
made working abroad an option 
and not necessarity the only choice 
for the working Filipinos. 

With this, the former leader has 
all the right to brag. From 11125% 
unemployment rate on 2001, the 
lady president was able to bring 
it down to only 8% in 2010. But 
whether the current administration 


i$ doing things right in terms of 
employment or unemployment in 
the country is still premature to say. 
At present unemployment rate in 
the Philippines stands at 7,2% in 
2011 

With the threats of the US 
pulling out much of their BPOs in 
other countries and the continuing 
stand-off in the West Philippine 
Sea, these two, among others pose 
more challenges for the present 
administration to keep the 
unemployment rate at bay. 

FINAL GRADING 

What the current administration is 
lacking, according to GMA, is the 
conviction to take a hands-on 
approach in planning and 
executing reforms for the economy. 
Delegating work works only if 
the one delegating works as well. 
Absenteeism has no place in public 
administration, and this, GMA says, 
i$ where PNoy is the best. 

A good leader takes advantage 
of what good things were done 
before and leaves a ghastly 
concoction of practices. The 
former leader is very dismayed at 


h o w to day's a d m i n i strat io n exerts 
too much effort in politicizing its 
programs by belittling what past 
leaders have done and highlighting 
the small achievements of the 
present; Achievements which, 
Arroyo claims, were already 
achieved long before PNoy's 
administration 

Arroyo was not the first to 
take note of these weaknesses of 
the present administration. And 
definitely won't be the last. But 
pro-Administration defenders 
would still argue that to evaluate 
the economic performance of PNoy 
is nothing but premature. 

I am not pro-Gloria, neither 
I am pro-PNoy But I am pro- 
Government. I believe that it is the 
responsibility of the government, 
and no one else's. When they 
assumed their position as heads 
of the state, they took with it the 
challenge of ensuring acceptable 
living standards for the entire 
population. Now, whether GMA 
did it right or PNoy is doing it right, 
that's the question I'd leave to you.

WHERE WE ARE 

In comparison to other Southeast 
Asian nations, we are actually not 
falling behind. At a steady literacy 
rate of 92 to 94 percent, we do 
not fall far behind Singapore's 96 
percent, Malaysia's 94 percent and 
we are even ahead of Indonesia's 
90 percent and Vietnam's 92 
percent literacy rate. And by 
literacy, we do not just mean 
the ability to read and write. We 
are talking about 86.4 percent 
functional literacy, the part of the 
population 10 to 64 years old 
who do not only have reading and 
writing skills, but also numerical 
and mathematical skills. 

At this rate, it is not surprising 
how or why a good number of 
Koreans, Iranian and Indians would 
come here in the Philippines to 
either work or study. The level of 
literacy and the quality of education 
here in the Philippines is of a 
standard that is acknowledged by 
our neighboring countries. 

These statistics also make 
it less surprising that a good 
number of BOP companies are 


investing here in the Philippines. 
Here is where they can find good 
English-speaking college graduates 
and with high comprehension 
skills. The only thing that makes 
India compete closely with us 
in this business is that labor is 
cheaper there as compared to the 
Philippines. 

While all of these numbers are 
nice and all, what's the real state 
of literacy in the Philippines? 

THE GOOD 

According to numbers from the 
Department of Education (as 
of November 2011) r the state 
of education and literacy in the 
Philippine Basic Education system 
(elementary and high school for 
the commoners) is very steady. 

The Gross Enrolment Rate both in 
the elementary and high school 
level has a continuous increase 
averaging from .2 to 2.0 percent 
every year since 2006. There is also 
a steady increase of teachers, both 
from public and private schools, in 
both elementary and high school 
levels ranging from 5,000 to 
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9 r QGQ teachers being added to the 
academe every year from 2006. 
Although, there is not much of a 
difference in Dropout Rates, from 
6.37 percent and 8,55 percent in 
2006 to 6.29 and 7.79 percent in 
2011 in elementary and high school 
respectively. 

Lastly, as per DepEd reports, 
there is a 1:36 and 1:3S teacher- 
student ratio in public school, 
though these numbers are a quite 
doubtful, 

THE BAD 

These rates show how Philippine 
education and literacy is at a 
national level. But if we look closely 
at the cases of education and 
literacy in various specific schools 
all over the country, it is a totally 
different picture. There are schools, 
especially in elementary public 
schools, which offer education 
in multi-levels, this means that 
Students form Grades one to three 
share the same class in the same 
classroom with the same teacher. 
There are schools that do not 
have enough classrooms and even 
not enough chairs to house the 
growing population of enrol lees. 

An average of 200,000 more 
Students enroll in kindergarten and 
100,000 more students enroll in 
high school every year 

With these true to many of our 
schools, it affects the quality of 
graduates we produce every year. 

In elementary alone, there was a 
decrease in Achievement Rates 
from school year 2009-2010 to 
2010-2011 in the Science subjects, 
from 63 14 to 30,37 percent, and 
in English, from 67.81 down to 
65.12 percent. 

The same is true for the figures 
in high school. From 43.80 percent 
in Science in 2009-2010 down to 

39.95 percent in 2010- 2011, with 
a slight decline in English, from 

46.95 percent to 46.45 percent in 
2010 - 2011 . 

THE JEJENERATiON 

The introduction of short¬ 
messaging system (SMS), more 
popularly known as texting and 
social networking sites are a double 
edged sword. On the positive 
side, it creates more opportunities 



for our younger generation to 
communicate and practice what 
they have learned in school. These 
innovations provided for ways 
for the youth of today to express 
what they feel and what they think 
and use these technologies to be 
more socially aware about current 
issues. On the negative side of this 
though, it has brought about a 
generation that is ignorant of what 
is grammatically and linguistically 
acceptable. Academicians 
would argue that the use of 
shortened, abbreviated words in 
communicating through text and 
chat greatly affects the grammar 
of students, especially their spelling 
and writing skills. 


WHAT THE GOVERMENT IS DOING 

The government through the 
Department of Education and the 
Commission on Higher Education 
has a lot under their sleeves to 
elevate the level of literacy and 
the quality of education in the our 
country. One of the primary things 
the government is providing is 
free education through Republic 
Act 6655 or the Free Secondary 
Education Act, This law ensures 
that free education will be given 
to children aged 6 to 11 for their 
elementary and children aged 12 to 
15 for their high school. 

Besides this, the government's 
strategy is to take advantage of 
partnership with private entities 
in providing quality education to 
our children. One of these is the 
government s partnership with 
Aklat, Gabay, Aruga tungo sa 
Pag-angat at Pag-asa (AGAPP) 
Foundation called "Silid Pangarap". 
This partnership is in pursuit of 
the education for all projects of 
the government. The goal of the 
partnership is to expand the reach 
of schools to the children, especially 
kindergarten. The partnership 
will support construction of one- 


storey libraries that will also serve 
as classrooms for kindergarten 
students. The partnership will 
also encourage networks among 
volunteers and non-government 
organizations. 

Another is Bayanihang Eskwela, 
a partnership between DepEd, 
Government Watch of the Ateneo 
School of Government and other 
involved parties. The program 
hopes to minimize corruption and 
improve effectiveness by improving 
the monitoring and evaluation 
mechanism es peci a I ly i n proj ects 
building educational infrastructures, 

EDUCATION IS NOT JUST A 
RIGHT. IT’S A PRIVILEGE. 

It is true that the constitution 
provides for the delivery of 
education to all. That it is a right 
of every Filipino to be educated. 

But for people who can afford 
to send their children to a good 
school and for these children who 
have no difficulties in going to a 
good school, remember that not 
everyone is as lucky as you. Not 
everyone is privileged to even go to 
college and finish a degree. 

Basic education is a right. Higher 
education is a privilege.

W hile her usual temperament may 
be meek, Nina's sensuality brims, 
just waiting to be unraveled. 

When asked how this move to 
grace the cover of the magazine 
brewed in her mind, she explains 
that to be in "Burlesque, 

striptease and in all its theatricality, is a fantasy." The pop 
diva even quipped about "wishing one time to be a PLAYBOY 
bunny." She adds that "to be on the cover of an internationally 
renowned magazine and immortalized is just doubly exciting." 

It should be easy to understand her contained excitement as her 
sensuality had been under wraps thanks to the control over her 
image for much of her career in music. About the idea of her 
sensuality unfolding, she tells, "It's easy to get lost in the music 
and even hint a little sensuality when I perform, and although I 
had my share of applause for singing, I do know there's always 
something beyond that, beyond this." 

Nina has been staging her brand of music in the last ten 
years. Before fame from uploads of homemade YouTube 
covers, and before that knack to categorize artists onto genre 
labels, Nina was a soulful wunderkind, a gift given to us when 
the new millennium turned a new leaf. After fulfilling her 
father's wish for her to earn a college degree, she forayed 
into an entertainment business bustling with nightly acoustic 
bar acts and an industry waiting for unique talents. She was 
unstoppable. She won her first Best R&B Song from the Awit 
Awards in 2003, a year after her first album was released. In the 
same year, she took on a more hands-on approach by writing 
songs for her sophomore album. As if these were not enough 
accomplishments at 22, Nina became the first female OPM artist 
to have three singles go number one in a single year. Before 
the decade was over, she has earned a slew of accolades from 
Awit, Aliw, and from various awards from television shows 
and channels including those of radio stations. She was easily 
a household name, having serenaded audiences with weekly 
gigs on variety shows, being plotted for seasonal concerts and 
news of yearly nominations by award-giving bodies. When 
she mused about that passion for singing, she ponders, "The 
inner workings of the craft, and just every little thing about 
singing, have been my addiction. Singing has become a second 
skin." In 2009, her album Nina Live! sold more than 300,000 
copies, earning her a Diamond Certification by the Philippine 
Association of the Record Industry. For a name etched with the 
fourth best-selling album in OPM history, undoubtedly Nina 
owned the decade for pop artistry. 

What could be beyond Nina's impeccable performances? 
While she continues to draw compliments for her talent, we 


were determined to tap that other side of her. She was trying to 
get the feel of the royal blue bunny suit when she let out a soft 
but sultry rendition of "I Didn't Know I was Looking for Love", 
and she went, "That's my breakfast in bed song for my man." 
That exact moment, pillow talk in the siren's backstage dressing 
room ensued. When asked about the sexiest thing she has ever 
done for a guy, she sheepishly answered, "I tell the guy over 
the phone that I'm wearing a thong, the little details of the little 
things I'm wearing, early in the morning. I'd get him all troubled 
all day. The anticipation at the end of the day should get him all 
worked up." With our imaginations racing, our questions went 
racy as well. "For love, I'd sing in the nude in an empty bar", 
she laughed off the idea of mischief. When asked if she would 
you use her singing prowess to get a guy's attention, with her 
warmest smiles she goes, "Yes, yes, and yes!" When asked if 
she actually has, she replies with another "Yes, yes, and yes!" 
Getting to know Nina, we could sense that she has had her 
inhibitions unfurled. She says, "I give the Marilyn move. I get a 
guy to crave first before I get things done." What the question 
was, and what the Marilyn move is, we leave that to your 
imaginations, or maybe gamely ask her in one of our upcoming 
events. She won't mind. 

Meeting Nina for the first time, albeit during a packed day 
wherein she reveals more than her personality, one would be 
taken by the confidence she radiates. Before one could think 
twice about her genuineness, she discloses that she has been 
"way past the part about performing, to be myself, to be able 
to get the approval of everyone." She adds, "I tend to refuse to 
sing for friends until now. I shy away. To have that confidence 
to sing from the thought that my audience will be strangers is 
still a mystery to me." Who has not derived some thrill of the 
unknown from anonymous encounters? It was rather refreshing 
to have learned her take on the performing arts, but something 
tells us we've been had. Gloriously, we were. 

As pop music is equated to novelty and the steady anticipation 
for a star's reinvention, Nina's risque move is rather personal. She 
confirms that apart from steadily making a mark in the industry, 
her new dance album is a tribute to her fans, and an affirmation 
of another side of her. During the shoot, she showed no qualms 
about kindling her stance. She later says, "At the end of the 
day, this ultimately means it is my decision, to show this other 
side of me. Just this time, I'm a woman on PLAYBOY." We're 
lucky to have had that one day she was PLAYBOY'S siren in more 
ways than one. What's in store for you, apart from Nina's fun 
and intoxicating images? She further teases, "This shoot is an 
inspiration, and I want to bring the allure of this moment to the 
stage very soon." Now, that should be another facet to watch 
out for.

CHAMBER

GIRD YOUR LOINS FOR THE CIRCUS AND THE FANFARE THAT’S ABOUT TO ENSUE. 


M ever mind the guns, goons and 

gold. Ever the boy scout, a PLAYBOY 
aficionado must always come 
prepared. So here's a rundown of 
what you need to know about that 
lofty institution and the sort of 
legislators you would want to put 
in it. 

OLD MEN WITH THE 
ABILITY TO... 

The word 'Senate' comes from the ancient 
Roman word for 'council of elders'. In the Philippine 
Senate, the minimum age for such an elder is 35 
years of age as of election day. Yes, (groan) 35 is 
already counted as 'elderly'. 

A senator must also be a natural-born citizen, 
meaning that he or she must not be a "naturalized" 
citizen. In other words, someone born as a citizen 
of a different country only to become a Filipino later 
in life cannot run for the Senate. 

Moreover, a senator must be a registered voter 
and a resident of the Philippines for at least two 
years immediately before election day. 


Other than the citizenship, residence and age 
requirements, a senatorial candidate must have 
the ability to read and write. Now who would have 
thought that reading scripts and signing autographs 
would come in handy in getting elected to public 
office? For some senators, the cinematic ability to 
wield a magic sword forged from a meteorite or 
to shoot a bullet spliced by a balisong to hit two 
targets could arguably come as a plus. 

TWO-ROOM INTERCOURSE 

The Philippine legislature is made up of a 
bicameral Congress - two words derived from Latin 
("bi camera congressus") which, put together, 
literally translates into "two-room intercourse". 
Congress is where legislative bills are conceived 
and born; only those bills that survive the legislative 
mill reach the President's desk to be signed 
into law. Thus, "Republic Acts" begin with the 
words "Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Philippines in Congress 
assembled." 

The Senate is traditionally called the Upper 
Chamber while the much larger House of 
Representatives is called the Lower House. Both 


chambers used to be housed in just one building 
sandwiched between the Manila City Hall and 
Luneta Park, but that structure has long been 
converted into the National Museum. Now the 
Senate sits in Pasay on land reclaimed from Manila 
Bay, while the Lower House is located in the 
Batasan complex in the outskirts of Quezon City. 

Perhaps the Senate is now more in the public 
eye because it is the venue of the ongoing 
impeachment trial of Chief Justice Renato Corona. 
Indeed, many pundits have pointed out that 2013 
weighs heavily on the minds of re-electionist 
senators and thus will cast their vote to convict or 
acquit Corona on the basis of public opinion. 

Unlike the Lower House which gets a "total 
overhaul" upon every regular congressional 
election, the Senate never gets completely 
dissolved because one-half of the Upper Chamber's 
membership is retained while the remaining half 
gets replaced or reelected every three years. 

The Senate is composed of 24 members who 
serve a six-year term after being elected a dozen 
at a time every three years. For example, the 12 
senators elected in 2010 serve until 2016 while the 
next dozen elected in 2013 will serve until 2019, 
and so on.

13 SEATS IN THE 
SENATE IN 2013 

Voters get to elect their senators 
on a "plurality-at-large" basis, 
meaning that out of the entire 
Filipino voting population - taken 
as a whole nationwide - the 12 
senatorial candidates with the highest 
amount of votes win seats in the 
Upper Chamber. In the last elections, 
a minimum of 10 million votes, or 
only 29 percent of the electorate, was 
all a candidate needed to be elected 
senator; back then, Ramon "Bong" 
Revilla Jr. emerged on top over with 
over 19.5 million votes (51 percent of 
the electorate). 


Think about that! Only Bong 
Revilla was able to get the approval 
of a majority of Filipinos to become 
a senator of the Republic (the next 
winning candidate only garnered 49 
percent). Good thing the Philippines 
follows the plurality rule instead of 
the majority rule. 

Generally, only 12 senators get 
elected in polls held every three years 
to serve for a six-year term. But on 
the 13th of May 2013, a 13th senator 
will be elected because later this year 
Senator Miriam Defensor-Santiago 
would have assumed the office of 
Judge of the International Criminal 
Court at the Hague, Switzerland. 

But whoever gets elected the 
13th senator, however, only gets to

serve the remaining term of Senator 
Santiago which ends in 2016. The 
last time a thirteenth senator got 
elected was in 2001, when Senator 
Gregorio "Gringo" Honasan replaced 
Senator Teofisto Guingona, Jr. (father 
of incumbent Senator Teofisto "TG" 
Guingona III) after Guingona the Elder 
got himself appointed Vice President 
upon the assumption of Gloria 
Macapagal Arroyo to the presidency. 

So remember, when you get your 
ballot next year, you should shade the 
circles beside the names of 13 (not 
12!) senatorial candidates. Do not 
overvote. You can cast your votes for 
13 senatorial candidates or less but 
never more. Why? If you shade 14 or 
more circles on the senatorial section 


of your ballot, then the Precinct 
Count Optical Scan (PCOS) machines 
will invalidate all the votes you cast 
for senators.

Somehow it's fitting that the Friars Club, the venerable brotherhood of 
shtick men, has chosen to roast Donald Trump at its centennial celebration 
this month. Few billionaires have provided as many punch lines as the 
flamboyant real estate developer with the bombproof comb-over and 
inexcusable tastes. Even with the gold-plated success of The Apprentice, 
the hottest reality show in the history of TV, as Trump likes to call it, it's 
hard not to laugh at the high-camp spectacle that is the Donald's life. 

But if the current Trump renaissance has taught us anything, it's that the 
joke is on the rest of us. Even if you can't stand his pink ties or squinty I'm- 
so-great delivery, you have to admire Trump for staying on top as long as 
he has. Fie nearly went bankrupt during the early-1990s real estate slump, 
only to fight back with more cash than ever. Fie sucked it up through tacky 
marriages and public divorces, only to find romance with Slovenian modeI 
Melania Knauss, his fiancee. And in New York City, where Trump bashing 
had become as common as turbaned cabbies, he now outhits even the 
Yankees on the hometown popularity scale. 

it's hard to say whether The Apprentice made him cool again or whether 
Trump finally brought cool to the hot-tubbing, spit-swapping squalor of 
''unscripted'' television. More than 20 million people watched the original 
series each week, with twice that many tuning in for at least part of the 
finale, when Trump hired cigar salesman Bill Rancic to help construct a 
90-story Chicago tower. By the end, The Apprentice had become more 
than just a TV show. It was required viewing at such places as Flarvard 
Business School and the Wharton school o f business, and more than a 
million people applied to take part in round two, which airs this fall. 


Not that being a Flollywood titan satisfies Trump, who just keeps 
moving and building, stamping his name in gold wherever he goes. FI is 
latest book, Flow to Get Rich, is his fifth national bestseller, and his latest 
real estate deals are bringing that special brand of Trump splendor to the 
Caribbean, Brazil and even Korea. 

Born in Queens in 1946, Trump grew up learning to master the universe 
from his father, Fred, who accumulated millions by selling moderately 
priced housing to half of Brooklyn and Queens. Not long after Trump the 
younger crossed the bridge into Manhattan, his behind-the-scenes exploits 
rivaled the spectacle of his gleaming skyscrapers. FUs marriages to Ivana 
and Marla Maples fed a generation of gossip columnists. And even with his 
current popularity, tabloids love to find chinks in his armor: The casinos are 
failing! The stockholders are angry! The billions don't exist! 

Trump met with journalist David Hochman over the course of a 
few days at Trump Tower in Manhattan, midway through the second 
Apprentice shoot. Flochman reports:Carving big chunks of time out of 
his busy schedule isn't easy. During one two-hour interview, his executive 
assistant, Rhona Graff-Riccio, logged more than 50 phone messages. The 
only call Trump took was from his son Eric, one of his four children. Trump 
says he always takes his kids' calls. Despite a harried production schedule 
and a docket full of meetings, public events and charity functions as well 
as various interruptions from Trump Organization honchos such as Carolyn 
Kepcher and other unwitting stars of The Apprentice Trump was focused, 
enthusiastic, open and direct. Fie was even gracious enough to leave me 
with a lapel pin featuring the catch phrase of the year: You're fired! 


PLAYBOY: Let's begin with the 
most fundamental question of all. 
What's inside your wallet? 

Trump: [Reaching into his pocket] 
Not much money, actually. A 
Platinum American Express card, 
some golf club cards, other credit 
cards, pictures of the family, a 
newspaper write-up on one of my 
new projects and, let's see, three $1 
bills. One has a picture of my father 
on it. The other two are from bets 
I won. 

PLAYBOY: But aren't you supposed 
to be a billionaire? 

Trump: I guess $5 billion or more is 
the latest figure. 

PLAYBOY: And you have only $3 in 
your wallet? What's the deal? 
Trump: Honestly, I don't spend 
much during the day. I virtually 
never have to pay for things with 
cash. I've never used an ATM. Of 
course, I always have access to 
money, and I have hundreds of 
checking accounts. But I don't 
handle cash a lot. When I go to 
restaurants, especially since The 
Apprentice, I always get free meals 
"Oh please, Mr. Trump, there's no 
charge" even if I'm there with 10 or 
15 people. The sad part is, if I were 
someone who needed money I'd 
have to pay. 

PLAYBOY: You came close to 
bankruptcy during the real estate 
slump of the early 1990s, and the 
New York tabloids mocked you for 
years. What's it like being king of 
the hill again? 


Trump: It's an amazing thing and 
a great honor. I had a really high 
profile before and didn't think it 
could be higher. I was on the cover 
of Time, Newsweek, Fortune, 
PLAYBOY, you name it, long before 
The Apprentice, but there's even 
more heat this time. Certainly a 
businessperson on television has 
never had anything close to this 
success. It's like being a rock star. 

Six people do nothing but sort my 
mail. People come in and want 
my secretary, Robin's autograph. If 
a limo pulls up in front of Trump 
Tower, hundreds of people gather 
around, even if it's not mine. I 
ask, "Can this be a normal life?" 
Maybe it's the power that comes 
from having the hottest show on 
television, but people like me know 
much better than they did before 
The Apprentice. And if you think 
about it, all I did on the show was 
fire people, which proves how bad 
my reputation must have been 
before this. 

PLAYBOY: You must be so sick of 
hearing the F word. 

Trump: Nah, it's actually very cool 
and fun. Every time I walk outside, 
somebody says it, and the funny 
thing is, everybody thinks I'm 
hearing it for the first time. You're 
fired! I get it literally a hundred 
times a day. Little kids come up to 
me and say, "Mr. Trump, you're 
fired" and then run away laughing. 
It became a mania. You're fired hats 
and T-shirts sell like hotcakes. It's a 


beautiful phrase. It's harsh, it's ugly, 
it's mean, but it's concise and gets 
the job done fast, which is why I 
love it. 

PLAYBOY: More than 20 million 
people a week watched The 
Apprentice, making it NBC's most 
successful new series in five years. 
But it also had a certain novelty that 
made it the water cooler show of 
the year. How will you up the ante 
this season? 

Trump: When you have the 
greatest show on television, you 
don't want to make too many 
changes, but we've done some 
subtle things and, of course, have 
a new cast. We have 18 people 
instead of 16, and there's even 
more brainpower. We wanted 
sparks and high IQs, and we got 
the finest applicants from Harvard, 
Princeton and Wharton. They're 
also very attractive. Beyond that we 
had major corporations begging 
to be involved. Cunard wanted 
us to show the Queen Mary 2 
throughout the show. We'll have 
access to the greatest restaurants, 
places we could never have gotten 
before. 

PLAYBOY: Would you have a shot 
at winning 77?e Apprentice today if 
you were 25? 

Trump: I don't think so. I wouldn't 
have had the patience these 
contestants have had. I also don't 
know that I'd make the tremendous 
commitment necessary to make 
it work. I mean, it's possible that 


winning The Apprentice would have 
been my dream when I was 25, but 
these kids go through hell, and I 
don't know if I'd be willing to do 
the same. 

PLAYBOY: Why were the most 
successful people from the first 
season - well, at least Bill and 
Kwame, the two finalists - so un- 
Trump-like, so bland? 

Trump: They were all great, 
smart, attractive people, but not 
one of them is me. That said, all 
the apprentices will do well. Bill 
will make a lot of money over his 
lifetime, and he's going to learn a 
lot. Kwame has a Harvard MBA and 
an incredible career ahead of him. 
They're all articulate and engaging, 
and you can't beat the kind of 
publicity they got. Even Omarosa is 
doing well, if you believe her. 
PLAYBOY: Omarosa became 
one of the great villains in the 
history of reality TV. She lied, she 
backstabbed, she even misplaced 
Jessica Simpson. How much of that 
was scripted? 

Trump: Honestly, none of it. We 
chose her over 215,000 applicants, 
but I didn't know until midway 
through the show that she would 
be such a villain. I got along with 
her very well, but she was difficult 
for people to handle. I realized we 
had something when people like 
my dear friend Regis Philbin started 
asking me if she was too good to 
be true, if we'd concocted her in 
some way.

Trump: Bill will make decisions, and 
they'll be important ones, but they 
will always be checked by me and 
others who've done a lot of this 
before. 

PLAYBOY: In real life things 
haven't been so rosy lately. Trump 
Hotels and Casino Resorts, your 
one publicly traded enterprise, is 
drowning in billions of dollars of 


what's happened with real estate. 
But that left the casinos with a 
lot of debt, which I'm trying to 
alleviate. 

PLAYBOY: Are you optimistic about 
the casinos' future? 

Trump: I think and hope the casino 
company will be good in the years 
to come. The Taj Mahal has been 
the number one casino in Atlantic 
City history. And truthfully, it's a 
small portion of my net worth - 
two percent or less. But because 
the casinos are heavily leveraged, 
people go after them, especially 
The New York Times. Or else people 
criticize the hair. 

PLAYBOY: Ah, the hair. Can you 
walk us through your daily routine? 
Trump: I get up, take a shower 
and wash my hair. Then I read the 
newspapers and watch the news on 


Trump: That's an interesting 
question coming from PLAYBOY. 
Melania is a very special woman, a 
good woman. She's been loyal to 
me, and I'm a big believer in the 
great woman behind the man. I see 
it with Bob Wright, the chairman 
of NBC. His wife, Suzanne, is a 
great positive force, and Bob is an 
amazingly successful man. I've seen 
it the other way, too. When Andre 
Agassi was married to Brooke 
Shields, he couldn't play tennis. His 
ranking fell to 200, and he'd get 
blown off the court. I think Brooke 
Shields is a wonderful girl; I know 
her. But then he married Steffi 
Graf and all of a sudden he was at 
number one again. 

PLAYBOY: What has Melania 
added to your life? 

Trump: I've had a successful 


with Ivana like these days? 

Trump: I would say it's okay. I 
wouldn't say outstanding, but it's 
okay. 

PLAYBOY: Do you talk to her? 
Trump: When necessary. I 
don't think she's ever properly 
appreciated what I've done for her, 
and I've done a lot, much more 
than she has been willing to admit. 
PLAYBOY: How about Marla? 
Trump: We have a nice relationship. 
Marla is a kind woman, but in all 
fairness she wasn't for me.She's a 
very spiritual person, perhaps too 
spiritual for me, and she's given me 
a great daughter in Tiffany. Marla 
and I should have been friends, not 
necessarily married. 

PLAYBOY: You wrote in The Art 
of the Comeback that women are 
gold diggers. Do you still believe 
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that? 

Trump: I think it's hard for women 
who go out with very wealthy 
guys not to get seduced by that 
lifestyle: the apartments at the top 
of Trump Tower, the helicopters 
and airplanes. But I don't think all 
women are gold diggers. There's 
nothing more beautiful to me than 
a woman. I love and respect them. 
I've known a lot of really good 
women and have had amazing 
relationships over the years. But as 
with men, there are good ones and 
bad ones. 

PLAYBOY: How often are you 
alone? 

Trump: Lately not so much, 
because I live with Melania and we 
have a nice life together. 

PLAYBOY: Do you miss the 
alone time? Don't you crave it 
occasionally? 

Trump: Listen, Melania really 
understands me. She gives me 
tremendous space. She can read 
me better than anybody I've ever 
known. She understands when I 
want to be alone, and she'll just 
leave me. I've been with other 
people who would say, "Oh, you're 
not talking to me. Something's 
wrong. Why aren't we walking 
down the street together? Why 
aren't we doing this together?" 

But Melania can tell when I'm in 
the right mood. It makes life a lot 
easier. 

PLAYBOY: Speaking of being in the 
mood, are you a fan of Viagra? 
Trump: No, I'm not. I think Viagra 
is wonderful if you need it, if you 
have medical issues, if you've had 
surgery. I've just never needed it. 
Frankly, I wouldn't mind if there 
were an anti-Viagra, something 
with the opposite effect. I'm not 
bragging. I'm just lucky. I don't 
need it. I've always said, "If you 
need Viagra, you're probably with 
the wrong girl." 

PLAYBOY: How appropriate is the 
use of sexuality in today's business 
world? One of the big criticisms 
of The Apprentice was that the 
women on the show shamelessly 
used their sex appeal to manipulate 
men and get what they wanted. 
Trump: The women on the show 
were beautiful and very sexual, 
to the point where I actually took 
them to task for it. They were 
really out there for a while. But 
they weren't doing anything that 
doesn't exist in the business world. 
One egghead professor criticized 
us, saying that sort of thing doesn't 
take place in business. But come 
on, sexuality has been important 
since the beginning of time. If 
people think sex appeal doesn't 
exist in the boardroom, they're 


wrong. 

PLAYBOY: The women on the 
show certainly seemed to be flirting 
with you. Did you realize that? 
Trump: I never saw them flirt. 
Perhaps they were flirting with 
me in a business sense, but 
there's nothing wrong with being 
attractive, young and confident 
with the opposite sex. 

PLAYBOY: What advice do you give 
your daughter Ivanka about men? 
Trump: I just tell her to be careful. 
She's smart and beautiful, and 
hopefully she'll learn. But you can 
tell children only so much. They 
either get it right or they don't, and 
often they don't get it right. 
PLAYBOY: How did she feel about 
your remarks on Howard Stern's 
radio show that New England 
Patriots quarterback Tom Brady is 
the only man good enough for her? 
Trump: I kid Tom, but he's a 
friend of mine. I think he's a great 
character. I got to know him when 
he was a judge at a jitterbug 
contest I entered after the Patriots 
won the Super Bowl. He's a winner, 
and by that I mean every time he 
needs to make the pass he makes 
it. You have other guys in the 
NFL and in life who have all the 
equipment but don't make the 
pass. I think Tom's a great guy, and 
I think he and Ivanka would make a 
great combination. 

PLAYBOY: What does Ivanka think? 
Trump: My daughter has a 
boyfriend and she's happy with him, 
but Tom Brady would make any 
father-in-law proud. 

PLAYBOY: It must be difficult 
being Donald Trump's child. Your 
four children have security and 
undoubtedly all the material 
possessions they could ask for, but 
now some of them, such as Donald 
Jr., a Wharton graduate, are going 
into the family business. What's 
your sense of the pressure that's on 
them to out-Trump you? 

Trump: I think there's pressure on 
them but not too much, I hope. 

It's not easy for them. When their 
father does a television show and it 
becomes the number one program, 
when their father is by far the 
biggest developer in New York, 
it's tough to beat. It's also tough 
to have children grow up in this 
crazy limelight. They've adjusted 
well - they're smart, they've been 
good students, they went to good 
schools - but maybe the toughest 
thing is to find private time with 
my children. Even when I take them 
out to a restaurant, people come 
up and go crazy. I've never been the 
kind of guy who takes his son out 
to Central Park to play catch, but I 
think I'm a good father. 


PLAYBOY: What kind of son were 
you? Were you rebellious? 

Trump: I was very bad. That's why 
my parents sent me to a military 
academy. I was rebellious. Not 
violent or anything, but I wasn't 
exactly well behaved. I once gave 
one of my teachers a black eye. I 
talked back to my parents and to 
people in general. Perhaps it was 
more like bratty behavior, but I 
certainly wasn't the perfect child. 
PLAYBOY: Yet you went into the 
family business the minute you 
graduated from Wharton. And that 
was in 1968, when other people 
your age were heading to either 
Haight-Ashbury or Vietnam. Did 
you for a moment consider packing 
up a Volkswagen van and cruising 
to Woodstock? 

Trump: No. When I graduated, it 
was all about work. I loved working 
as much as my father did, right 
from the start. 

PLAYBOY: A psychiatrist once 
commented that you have an 
"overmastering need to escape the 
shadow of your father." 

Trump: I wouldn't dispute that. I'm 
a competitive person. It's not an 
overly complex theory; I've heard 
it with respect to many successful 
sons. I totally loved my father, but 
I would say that in the beginning 
especially I was competitive with my 
father, yes. 

PLAYBOY: How were you two 
different? 

Trump: That's a tough question to 
answer. We had a lot of the same 
qualities in terms of negotiation, in 
terms of certain aspects of running 
a business. My father understood 
how to build, and I learned a 
lot from him. I learned about 
construction, about building. But 
if I had an edge over my father, it 
might have been in concepts - the 
concept of a building. It also might 
have been in scope. I would rather 
sell apartments to billionaires who 
want to live on Fifth Avenue and 
57 th Street than sell apartments 
to people in Brooklyn who are 
wonderful people but are going 
to chisel me down because every 
penny is important. My father never 
really got away from Brooklyn and 
Queens. He was very successful 
there, but he was more comfortable 
selling a piece of land in Brooklyn 
for $1 a foot than in Manhattan 
for $1,000 a foot. You have to be 
comfortable with what you're doing 
or you won't be successful. I used 
to stand on the other side of the 
East River and look at Manhattan. 

I'd always admired the great 
buildings, and now I own many 
of them. I own the land under the 
Empire State Building. I own 40 


Wall Street, which for a time was 
the tallest building in the world and 
now, sadly, is the tallest building in 
downtown Manhattan. 

PLAYBOY: What gave you the idea 
that you could do more? 

Trump: A combination of my 
mother and my father, I think. My 
mother was a great homemaker. 

She also had good promotional 
skills and was a great storyteller. 

She came from Scotland, and 
she would sit and read about the 
English royal family any chance she 
could. If there was a royal wedding 
on TV, she could watch it for 24 
straight hours. She loved pomp and 
pageantry. My father wasn't into 
pomp and pageantry. That's why 
he loved Brooklyn and Queens and 
why he was so good at what he did 
there. Pomp and pageantry and a 
love of business: if you put the two 
of them together, perhaps you have 
Donald Trump. 

PLAYBOY: Are you someone who 
talks out your parent issues with a 
psychiatrist? 

Trump: No. 

PLAYBOY: Why? 

Trump: Because I'm too busy and 
because I enjoy my life. A lot of 
people see psychiatrists because 
they don't have enough on their 
mind. I spend so much time 
thinking about buildings and deals 
and clubs and doing what I do that 
I don't have time to get into trouble 
mentally. I don't knock psychiatry. I 
have friends who can't live without 
it. They look forward to it and go 
five, six, seven times a week. But I 
don't like that. It's a crutch. 
PLAYBOY: We always read about 
your famous fear of germs. A 
psychiatrist would have a field day 
with that one. Is it still an issue? 
Trump: The concept of shaking 
hands is absolutely terrible, and 
statistically I've been proven right. 
Many studies have found that you 
catch colds and who knows what 
else from shaking hands. A guy 
walked into my office two weeks 
ago. He shook my hand, hugged 
me, sat down and said, "I have the 
worst flu I've ever had." The guy 
looked like he was dying, and he'd 
just shaken my hand. I said, "Why 
did you shake my hand?" People 
don't have a clue. It's disgusting. 
Then he wanted to shake my hand 
when I left. I said, "Look, you just 
told me you're dying of the flu and 
I'm supposed to shake your hand?" 
But honestly, I don't feel crippled by 
it. I just wash my hands. 

PLAYBOY: What about your 
temper? In the book Trumped!, 
an unauthorized biography, your 
former employee John O'Donnell 
describes your ripping upholstery 
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out of a limo, ramming your fist 
through tile in a casino, yelling at 
pilots for rough landings. How's 
that Donald doing these days, and 
why didn't we see him on The 
Apprentice? 

Trump: O'Donnell is a loser. He 
totally made that up. I hardly even 
knew this guy. He wasn't very good 
at what he did. I've had many 
books written about me, and in 
almost all instances they just make 
things up and say whatever they 
want, even if it's total nonsense. 

I ripped the interior out of 
limousines? Give me a break. 
PLAYBOY: When was the last time 
you screamed at an employee? 
Trump: It might have been two 
days ago, but it wasn't out of 
anger; it was a method of getting 
them to do a better job. Sometimes 
that works better than honey. I 
don't actually have a bad temper. 

I call it controlled violence. I get 
angry at people for incompetence. I 
get angry at people who are getting 
paid a lot of money and don't look 
sharp when they work for me. 

That's one reason I do better than 
everybody else. That's one reason 
I get more per square foot than 
other real estate people. That's part 
of why I'm so successful. 

PLAYBOY: Does one project stand 
out? 

Trump: I've always loved Trump 
Tower. It's not my most successful 
building because of the 
size. It's a big building, 68 stories. 
Many of my jobs are more 
financially successful. A perfect 
example is Manhattan's west side 
rail yards, where I built Trump Place, 
which has almost 6,000 units and 
10 million square feet. It's actually 
the most successful job in New 


York, but nobody knows about it 
because it's along the Hudson River. 
By comparison, the new Time- 
Warner Center in Columbus Circle 
is only 2 million square feet. Trump 
Place is at a location where it's not 
so evident, yet it's five times the size 
of Time-Warner. 

PLAYBOY: And the road to 
building it was a long one. It 
took you 10 years to get that job 
done. Practically everybody on 
Manhattan's Upper West Side hated 
you because they thought it would 
cast shadows and change the 
culture of a beloved neighborhood. 
Trump: They hated me. There 
were riots on the west side when I 
was building it. To be honest, the 
near collapse of New York during 
the 1990s is what got it done. If 
New York had been doing well, 
we would never have gotten the 
zoning for that job. It's always 
good to get zoning in bad times 
and build in good times. It took 
10 years, and now it's paying 
off, which says everything about 
sticking to it. Never give up. It 
was a tough job, but it was an 
amazing experience. I think I'm 
somebody with a great imagination 
who understands people and 
understands quality, and when I put 
it all together I do some interesting 
things. 

PLAYBOY: It would have been 
great to hear your ideas for some of 
the team projects on The 
Apprentice. For instance, how 
would you have sold lemonade on 
the streets of New York? 

Trump: The women did an amazing 
job. They were dressed beautifully, 
and a lot of guys wanted to buy 
lemonade from them. So naturally, 
the women blew the men out

of the water. As for the men, I 
certainly wouldnt have been at 
the Fulton Fish Market; that was a 
terrible idea. And I wouldn't have 
dressed in a suit and tie, because 
who buys lemonade from a man in 
a suit and tie? No way. I would have 
gone immediately to a gay section 
of Manhattan. 

PLAYBOY: Because? 

Trump: Because I think a gay 
man would feel really comfortable 
buying lemonade from another 
man. Or else I would have hired 
beautiful women to sell the 
lemonade. The men picked the 
worst location. Kwame picked the 
Fulton Fish Market, and it was a 
disappointing choice. He was lucky 
to have survived that one. 
PLAYBOY: Do you ever worry 
about losing it all? 

Trump: I try not to. In the early 
1990s I was highly leveraged when 
the real estate market 
collapsed. I'd borrowed a lot and 
had lots of debt. Many of my 
friends and enemies in the real 
estate business filed for bankruptcy, 
but I never had to. I got it all back. 
Actually, the Guinness Book of 
World Records lists me as having 
made the greatest personal financial 
comeback in history. Through it 
all, I had great relationships with 
banks. The ones I used then I still 
use today. 

The hardest I've ever worked in 
my life was the period from 1990 
to 1994, but my business is now 
bigger and stronger than ever 
before. I wouldn't want to do 
it again, but I learned that the 
world can change on the head of 
a dime, and that keeps things in 
perspective. 

PLAYBOY: Now that you've 
achieved so much, why not give 
it all away, as Bill Gates and David 
Geffen have done? 

Trump: I do give millions of dollars 
a year, but I do it personally. I just 
write checks and give it away. 
PLAYBOY: But the Donald J. 

Trump Foundation contributed only 
$287,000, according to its most 
recent report. 

Trump: I'm surprised it's even that 
high, because it's not what you'd 
call a living foundation. 

It's set up for after I - when it's no 
longer my time. The foundation will 
become very active at that point. 

But my business is a little different 
from Bill Gates's business. Bricks 
and mortar - buildings - don't 
necessarily divide as easily as stock 
in a public company. I also have my 
son in the business. My daughter 
will be coming in, and I have 
another son coming up. They all like 
the real estate business, and as long 


as that's the situation, I'd be more 
inclined to leave it to the children 
than give it all to charity. 

PLAYBOY: Is it true that you've 
never had a glass of alcohol? 
Trump: I've never had drugs 
and never had alcohol and never 
had a cup of coffee. I have had 
other things that perhaps people 
wouldn't like. I certainly love 
women in abundance. And I enjoy 
my work to the point that I don't 
even consider it work. 

PLAYBOY: Yet you were always 
showing up at places where drugs 
were being used. You must have 
been the only multimillionaire 
during the heyday of Studio 54 
who wasn't snorting cocaine in the 
bathroom. 

Trump: Yeah, I guess I probably 
was one of the few people there 
not doing drugs. 

PLAYBOY: What was your wildest 
memory from those days? 

Trump: You saw things at Studio 
54 that you had never seen 
before. You would see not one 
superstar but 30 of them, and 
you'd suddenly realize how many 
so-called superstars there are. Or 
you'd see the top models in the 
world getting screwed on tables 
in the middle of the dance floor. 

You would see things you just 
don't see today primarily because 
of AIDS and other diseases. But it 
was incredible. You'd see the most 
beautiful women in the world, the 
most beautiful people in the world. 
Then, an hour later, you'd see them 
making love right in front of you. 
And I'm there saying, "Excuse me?" 
PLAYBOY: And what were you up 
to? 

Trump: I was there having a good 
time. You don't need drugs and 
alcohol to have a good time. 

You can get high on life. That's 
what I do. 

PLAYBOY: Were you dating a 
million models at the time? 

Trump: A million. I was dating lots 
and lots of women. I just had a 
great time. They were great years, 
but that was pre-AIDS, and you 
could do things in those days that 
today you're at risk doing. AIDS has 
changed a lot. 

PLAYBOY: Was there a time when 
you worried about AIDS because of 
all you'd done? 

Trump: There was, but I got tested. 

I think it's hard for young kids 
today. It's a whole different thing. 

I tell my sons just to get a nice 
girlfriend and be happy, because it's 
dangerous out there. It's Vietnam. 

I guess now we can say it's Iraq - 
same deal, right? 

PLAYBOY: Let's talk about that. 

You were considering a run for the

presidency in 2000. How would 
a Trump candidacy have been 
different in 2004? 

Trump: First let me say that 
although I got ridiculously high 
poll numbers, ultimately I decided 
I didn't want to run primarily 
because I would have had to do 
it on the Reform Party ticket, and 
I thought the Reform Party was a 
total disaster. You would go to a 
meeting, there would be fistfights, 
and it was ridiculous. So that wasn't 
for me. But things would be a lot 
different today, from what I've been 
witnessing. If I were president, I 
would call Saudi Arabia in right 
now and say, "You get those fuel 
prices down or you're going to pay 
a heavy price," because they're 
ripping us off left and right. Fuel 
is at an all-time high. I would get 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait in line. 

We saved Kuwait. These guys 
were sitting in London in the most 
beautiful hotels when Saddam 
Hussein took their country away 
from them. We put them back into 
power and now they're ripping us 
off for oil. I'll tell you one thing: If 
I were president, a whole different 
negotiation would be going on 
right now. 

PLAYBOY: You've said the first Gulf 
war contributed to your financial 
problems in the 1990s. What will 
this war do? 

Trump: The Persian Gulf War was 
a different thing. You couldn't get 
gasoline - that was a big difference 
- and interest rates got up to 21, 

22 percent. But this war is a total 
catastrophe. We never should have 
gone there. You could have done 
spot hits instead of sending in the 
troops. In all fairness, it's horrible 
on both sides. I see beautiful Iraqi 
children being killed and maimed, 
walking around with no legs and 
no arms. Then I see soldiers coming 
home with one arm and one leg, 
and they're going to have to live 
that way - and for what? Say 
anything you want, but Iraq wasn't 
heavily into terrorism. Saddam 
didn't allow terrorists, because he 
didn't want people blowing the hell 
out of his country. And of course, it 
turns out there were no weapons of 
mass destruction. 

PLAYBOY: What do you think 
should be done now? 

Trump: It's a catastrophic situation 
because there's no way to get out 
without losing face. As soon as we 
leave, the country will be taken 
over by the next dictator and then 
the next one. If we leave Iraq with 
a wonderful new government 
in place, it will be overthrown in 
about 15 seconds, just as the Saudi 
government would be overthrown 
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in about 15 seconds if we weren't 
protecting Saudi Arabia. 

PLAYBOY: How do you think all 
this will affect the presidential 
election? 

Trump: I think it's going to be hard 
for Bush to be reelected because of 
the war. The first Bush lost because 
of Iraq, and the second Bush has a 
big chance of losing because of Iraq 
too. No way will there be a normal 
democratic government in that 
country, in my opinion. The same 
with Afghanistan. If anybody thinks 
Afghanistan will become a normal, 
wonderful democratic country 
where everybody walks in on a 
Tuesday and votes, it's not going to 
happen. 

PLAYBOY: Do you think John Kerry 
is the man for the job? 

Trump: Well, I know him. He's a 
great guy. He's a very smart guy. I 
think he's highly underestimated, 
and I think he's going to run an 
amazingly successful campaign. 
Look at what he did in the 
primaries. It appeared as if he was 
off the radar, and all of a sudden he 
made this great comeback. I have a 
feeling he's going to do very well. 
PLAYBOY: Let's shift gears for a 
moment. It was surprising to read in 
How to Get Rich that you and Mark 
Burnett, the executive producer of 
The Apprentice, share a passion 
for Neil Young's music. Any other 
musical skeletons in your closet? 
Trump: I think Neil Young is a 
great storyteller, and certainly Mark 
Burnett is a great storyteller. 

I took him down to the Taj Mahal 
to see Neil Young perform, and 
Mark fell in love with him as an 
entertainer. I've always been a fan. 

I like others, too. I think Eminem is 
fantastic, and most people think I 
wouldn't like Eminem. And did you 
know my name is in more black 
songs than any other name in hip- 
hop? Black entertainers love Donald 
Trump. Russell Simmons told me 
that. Russell said, "You're in more 
hip-hop songs than any other 
person," like five of them lately. 
That's a great honor for me. 
PLAYBOY: Why does everything 
come back to self-promotion for 
you? What's the value in constantly 
telling people how great you are? 
Trump: Because if you don't, 
probably nobody else will. Whether 
I'm building the best buildings in 
Chicago, New York, California or 
wherever I happen to be building, 

I think I get credit for being a 
great promoter. Actually, what I 
am is a great builder. I build great 
things and become successful, and 
everybody talks about them. I'd like 
to be remembered as somebody 
with a high standard of taste who 


got the job done and also put lots 
of people to work, made lots of 
money for the poor and fed a lot of 
families. 

PLAYBOY: Do you think Trump 
Tower and your other buildings will 
bear your name a hundred years 
from now? 

Trump: No, I don't think so. 
PLAYBOY: Why? 

Trump: I don't think any building 
will be here and unless we have 
some very smart people ruling it, 
the world will not be the same 
place in a hundred years. The 
weapons are too powerful, too 
strong. Access to the weapons 
is getting too easy, so I think the 
landscape we're looking at will not 
be the same unless we get smart 
people in office quickly. 

PLAYBOY: That's frightening. 
Trump: You don't agree? 

PLAYBOY: It's just surprising 
coming from you. Your whole world 
is bricks and mortar. 

Trump: I had an uncle who was 
a great professor and a brilliant 
man: Dr. John Trump, a professor 
at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. His whole life 
was devoted to the study and 
eradication of cancer, and sadly, 
he died of cancer. But he was a 
brilliant scientist, and he would 
tell me weapons are getting so 
powerful today that humanity is in 
tremendous trouble. This was 25 
years ago, but he was right. The 
world is rocky, and some terrible 
things are going to happen. 

That's why I lead the life I do. I 
enjoy it. I know life is fragile, and if 
the world looks like this a hundred 
years from now, we'll either be very 
lucky or have found unbelievably 
good leaders somewhere down the 
line. 

PLAYBOY: One last question. You 
make acquiring wealth look so easy. 
Why isn't everyone rich? 

Trump: Some people aren't meant 
to be rich. It's like when Babe Ruth 
was the greatest home run hitter. 
There had never been anybody like 
him, and his teammates would ask, 
"Babe, Babe, how do you hit the 
long ball?" And he'd say, "I don't 
know, man. I just swing at it." I see 
it like that. It's just something you 
have, something you're born with. 
Many people don't have the ability 
to be rich, because they're too lazy 
or they don't have the desire or the 
stick-to-itiveness. It's a talent. Some 
people have a talent for piano. 

Some people have a talent for 
raising a family. Some people have 
a talent for golf. I just happen to 
have a talent for making money.

D o you sometimes have to wake up earlier than usual 
just to avoid the morning traffic flow? Do you feel 
your energy draining fast during your daily commute 
because of heavy pedestrian and vehicular traffic? Do 
you occasionally arrive late for meetings because a 
car broke down a kilometer away? If you answered a 
yes to all then call yourself a genuine Manileno. Few 
other citizens in the world can handle the stresses that 
Manila gives. Yet, you still manage to survive them every single day. 
Fear not, for Manila traffic will not stay impossible forever, nor will 
other towns remain inaccessible. Believe it or not, the government 
is constantly working to make Manila's streets a better place. No, 
we do not mean the usual road repairs, pipe rehabilitations and 
street lighting projects. We're talking about vast improvement in 
infrastructure, alternatives to PUVs and better transportation systems: 
the real answers on how to loosen up Metro Manila. We are still a 
poor country, but thanks to the new administration's public-private 
partnership service (PPP), we get to acquire more resources for 
investment. So study this article carefully and raise your head up high 
for what's to come. Finally, you have the go signal to be impatient. 


WHAT WE ARE CURRENTLY DOING NOW 

The state's efforts that you may have noticed so far may not be 
so impressive. In fact, they're primitive compared to our neighboring 
countries that have subway systems, underground passages and 
hidden telephone lines. You may have felt that the taxes you 
are paying for aren't worth it since we haven't really seen any 
improvements that actually ease your daily commute. There have been 
steps taken however. 


TRAFFIC DISCRIMINATION 

They've heavily separated public from private vehicles, especially 
in the major roads.

THE FOURTRAIN LINES 

MRT, LRT1 and LRT2 are doing adequate jobs of bringing people 
around the city. It's a good thing they're actually now interconnected 
to each other, giving people several route choices going to their 
destinations. What the government has to probably solve now is the 
MRT's heavy foot traffic during peak hours. 

So what's the fourth train line? The Philippine National Railroad 
(PNR). Kudos to officials for finally curing the national railroad of 
homes along the riles, and renovating the stations. Best of all, better 
trains with livable interiors! Though the PNR stretches all the way 
down to Legazpi City in Albay, one can now just use the PNR for their 
daily commute as stations are available within the city stretching from 
Valenzuela all the way south to Muntinlupa.

RIVER FERRY 

Because it was too expensive to install another train line that goes 
from East to West in the middle of Metro Manila, it didn't take long 
for the former administration to deploy boats along the Pasig River, 
Manila's primary waterway. It was only a matter of cleaning the river 
up a little and building terminals in key places. Though the river's old 
stench may not be that accommodating, those who study or work 
in Manila use the ferry because there's a stop at almost every major 
bridge crossing the river between Manila bay and Laguna de Bay. 
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DECONGESTING MANILA 

Below are several infrastructural projects that are directly 
connected in significantly improving Manila's traffic and will 
help convince more people, factories and offices to reside in 
the next-door provinces instead. 

SKYWAY CONNECTOR ROAD 

The main decongestors are composed of two expressway 
systems that will literally run through Manila and free up 
space in EDSA and C-5. By definition, expressways serve high¬ 
speed traffic and offer exit ramps leading to key roads. 

The first of which is called "the connector project"; an 
extension of the current Skyway northwards up until it reaches 
NLEx. Its purpose: to finally connect our current two most 
utilized expressways, SLEx and NLEx. The connection will start 
from where Skyway ends at the moment (Buendia). Much of 
the connection will be built over the national railroad tracks 
and Osmena Highway. To be able to connect to NLEx, a 
continuation of the connector project will occur over Caloocan 
and Valenzuela which will then lead to the Mindanao Ave. link 
to NLEx. The all-elevated structure will have exits in Quirino, 
Espana, C-3 Road and one along the Manila North Harbor. 

BRMCREX (C6) 

The second major decongestor is the planned sixth 
circumferential road east of C-5; this time, in expressway 
form. Alternately called the Bulacan-Rizal-Manila-Cavite 
Regional Expressway (BRMCREx), its main purpose is to 
encourage buses and trucks to avoid going through Manila 
if their destination is not within the city limits. The highway 
will instantly increase trade between the provinces north and 
south of Manila. It will also give more accessible residential 
options for those who work downtown looking for breathing 
space in untapped land. It should also be a scenic drive for the 
traveler as the expressway passes through the mountainous 
regions along Rizal giving people a great view of our 
skyscrapers. Like the connector road, it links NLEx to SLEx and 
will even extend until it reaches the Coastal Road. Starting 
from NLEx's Marilao Exit in Bulacan, the expressway has a total 
of 22 exits: P. Zamora, Francisco Homes, Bigte, Rodriguez, San 
Mateo, Antipolo, Ortigas Ave., Angono, Taytay, Southwest 
Taguig, Brittany Bay, Alabang, Susana Heights, Molino, Bacoor, 
Imus, Kawit, Noveleta, CAVITEx, the Cavite City toll barrier 
and lastly, the Cavite City Exit. 

MRT-4 

Great news to those who live in Fairview (or Farview as 
many non-residents of the area call it): a new proposed train 
line (MRT-4) shall be built to serve Quezon City's populace. 

It starts from an interchanging station from Recto in Manila. 
Stations will then be installed in Espana and key spots in 
Quezon Avenue. The line will probably go under QC circle to 
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get to Commonwealth Ave. and continue until it reaches its last stop at 
Quirino Highway in Novaliches. The line will greatly boost local commerce 
in QC, the country's emerging technology hub. But what we are most 
happy about is that the MRT-4 may lessen the demand for those "sports 
buses" that insanely zoom through both Q-Ave. and Commonwealth. 
This directly means fewer fatalities. 

EXPANSIONS,EXTENSIONS 

C-5 Extension - Famous because it placed a lawmaker on the hot seat, 
this controversial extension will pass through Paranaque by NAIA and will 
reach the Coastal Road. C-5 will also have its own connector road going 
to the Skyway. 

Marikina Ferry Service - Low-lying Marikina will also receive a boost in 
commuting, as there are already plans of making a river ferry available 
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to its residents. In addition to the 
ferry service's 10 stations along 
Pasig, there will be four more 
stations along the Marikina River 
all the way to Santa Elena.

WHAT LIES BEYOND 


All efforts stated above 
may clear up Manila's main 
problem. Fortunately for the 
country, it won't stop in Manila. 
Controversial as she may have 
been, the former president, Gloria 
Macapagal-Arroyo, may have 
spoken some truth during her 
exit speeches when she said that 
the Philippines would be a first 
world country by the year 2020 
(the same target year when all 
the major Metro Manila projects 
mentioned above should be 
operational). One assurance is the 
plan to link up the whole of Luzon 
via several expressways which 
would heftily improve land value, 
attract investments, hasten trade 
and solidify tourism. It's a bold and 
audacious statement but it is a 
definite possibility. 

NORTH LUZON WEST 
EXPRESSWAY 

In reality, the current SCTEx 
is just the first stage one major 
super expressway called the North 
Luzon West Expressway. Its next 
stage, called the TPLex, might 
already be a familiar as it has been 
talked about many times in the 
media. TPLEx is the link between 
Tarlac, Pangasinan and La Union 
and will lead all the way up to 
San Fernando City, La Union. The 
third stage will even encourage 
northern trade and travel. From 
La Union, it will extend up to the 
llocos Regions then East to Aparri 
in Cagayan, just right below the 
Batanes isles.

NORTH LUZON EAST EXPRESSWAY 

The eastern counterpart will start from Quezon 
City. From the proposed R-7, it will extend upwards 
along Quirino highway and touch particular towns 
in eastern Bulacan such as Baliuag and Norzagaray. 

It will continue further north to Gapan and land in a 
key city in Cabanatuan, Nueva Ecija. Upon acquiring 
more investors, NLEx East will reach the other Region 
II provinces such as Nueva Vizcaya, Isabela and 
Cagayan passing through Tuguegarao to meet up 
with NLEx West in Aparri. This highway will provide 
more agricultural and industrial opportunities along 
the eastern part of Luzon 


SLEX EXTENDED 

Last year, SLEx received praise for opening a 
connecting road going to STAR Tollway which leads 
travelers directly to important cities in the Batangas 
Province. The next step is an extension southwards 
to another progressive town in Lucena, with exits 
in Alaminos and San Pablo. The further step is 
extending SLEx all the way to Naga City, Legazpi City 
until Luzon's tip in Sorsogon. CamSur will soon be an 
amenable drive away! 

OTHER NOTABLE LUZON 
IMPROVEMENTS 

CALAX 

Naturally, it's nearby provinces which will first 
receive grace. CALAx, like STAR Tollway, is Calamba 
and Laguna's main trade route. CALAx will be an 
extension of the coastal highway and will move 
south through cities Gen. Trias, Dasmarinas and 
Silang. It will end via a T-junction with SLEX. 

TNAEX 

Because it is so blessed with abundant natural 
resources and picturesque surroundings, Baler in 
Aurora has emerged as a serious hybrid tourism and 


industry hub. The government will want to maximize its 
potential production with a connecting expressway that 
originates from a modernized Tarlac. The four-lane tollway 
will pass by La Paz and Cabanatuan, immediately creating a 
bridge between NLEx west and NLEx east. 

ICSS 

Though it may not be built as an expressway, 
the construction of the Infanta-Cabanatuan Scenic 
Superhighway will not only benefit the budding industrial 
hubs in Quezon and Aurora, but also give Filipinos a scenic 
drive reminiscent of coastal highways in the U.S. 

DMIA 

And what's an Airfield doing on this list? It's because in 
a few years' time, the Diosdado Macapagal International 
Airport will be a very, if not the most, important 
infrastructural project that the Philippines will have. Because 
it is strategically located and has so much space, the plans 
are to expand and modernize the existing passenger 
terminal and turn it into a terminal for low cost. Within 
two decades, it might overtake NAIA as our premier 
international tourist gateway, and it may even be more 
technologically advanced than Singapore's Changi Airport.

Tears stream down Mrs. Gottwald's cheeks. 

Blood streaks down her breast. The baby is 
screaming. Little Ezekial is screaming, waving 
his Manchego. Mrs. Gottwald is screaming. Mr. 
Gottwald is speaking in low, lawyerly tongues, 
something about something being actionable, but 
I ignore him. 

"Get some!" I shout again, and then, I'll be 
damned, Baby Gottwald latches on. Soon he's 
slurping away in peace. Mrs. Gottwald sinks back 
against the headboard. I stroke her damp hair 
with the cool, curved edge of the remote control. 

"That's it, sweetie, you did good. Look at Baby 
Gottwald." 

"He has a name." 

"Don't worry about it, honey. Just be proud. 
You're doing a really good thing." 

And I start to tell her why this is such a good 
thing, how the antibodies in the breast milk are 
crucial for the development of a top-shelf baby, 
and besides, I continue, think of the alternative, 
think of somebody like me, kept days after 
birth in a sleek, antiseptic hospital designed for 
maximum alienation of mother from child. There 
were no doulas then, no midwives, no lactation 
consultants, at least not in our neck of the woods, 
which weren't woods, but so what? My mother, 

I tell Mrs. Gottwald, she did the best she could, 
which consisted of being a drugged-up cow 
and nodding listlessly at anything her cruel and 
capricious godlike doctor told her, including the 
completely unfounded notion that she couldn't 
produce milk, not to mention the sage advice she 
not visit with me, a light-shocked babe desperate 
to bond, until she'd fully recuperated from the 
so-called ordeal of labor, which I don't think 
she ever truly accomplished or else maybe she 
wouldn't have left my father for an insurance 
executive slash cowboy poet named Vance and 
moved to Montana.

I tell Mrs. Gottwald. I blame the patriarchy that 
indoctrinated women into the idea that they 
were second-class citizens, foolish, feckless 
whore slash Madonna complexes, only good for 
being barefoot and so forth. But we know better 
now, I tell her, the steady progress of Progress is 
truly fucking stupendous, whereupon I feel Mr. 
Gottwald's hand on the collar of my shirt as he 
tugs me away from his wife and into the kitchen 
area. Ezekial follows with a wheel of Camembert, 
some kind of polymer. 

"Listen," says Mr. Gottwald, plucks his earpiece 
out of his ear, "I just want to say-" 

"Don't thank me," I tell him. "Your wife is the 
brave one here." 

"No, listen," he says, a little sterner, and I can 
see now how he commands so many people with 
such a dinky electronic device. "I think it would 
be a good idea if you left now. I think we can 
handle the rest on our own. How much do we 
owe you?" 

"You owe me the dignity of doing my job," I 
say. "This may take weeks, and I'm not going 
anywhere. I admit I have failed to establish the 
nurturing environment this family needs to thrive 
during the oh-so-delicate newborn phase. But I'm 
going to turn shit around." 

I take out my cell phone. The oligarchs cut 
service a few weeks ago, but I start dialing 
anyway. 

"What's your basic take on anchovies?" I say. 

"Excuse me?" 


"What about filberts?" says Ezekial. 

"You can't put filberts on a pizza," I say. 

"Filberts are nuts," says Mr. Gottwald. "You 
can't have nuts, period, young man." 

"Crazy, all this, right?" I say to Ezekial after his 
father has left. 

"I hate pizza." 

"You hate pizza? Wow, they really must have 
done a number on you." 

"Which number?" 

"Listen, Z-Man," I tell him. "You need to be 
strong for your baby brother. No more whining. 
Look alive. When you were a child you acted as 
a child. You played with toy cheese. But now is 
the time to put the toy cheese in the box marked 
childish. Capisce?" 

Ezekial regards his Camembert, lays it gently on 
the kitchen floor, which is made of a hard, bright 
material similar to the Camembert. 

"Good boy," I say. "Now go get some pizza 
money from your dad." 

I still need to order the pie. There's a phone here 
on the wall next to the Sub-Zero refrigerator. I'm 
not paranoid, but I do prefer a landline when 
ordering pizza. Choice of topping is too much 
of a tell. When I'm done I check my messages at 
home. 

There's one from Tina. She's flown to Montana— 
there's something wrong with our mother. She 
leaves some numbers, which I dutifully erase. 
There's one from somebody in what sounds like 
a very large room full of people calling other 
people. "Hello? Hello?" he says and hangs up. 
These people call often. 

The last message is from Monica Bolonik at the 
Doula Foundation. She says it's urgent. She's not 
my boss, but she's got power over my continuing 
certification. It's no secret I've been jousting a 
bit with the regional leadership. Seems there 
have been complaints. Seems without Fanny 
Hitchens in your corner, being a pioneer in the 
doula community isn't so appreciated. Monica is 
what in a more primitive stage of my emotional 
development I would have called a ballbuster. But 
I'm not like that now. I'm not perfect, but I'm not 
the guy who once wrote, "Vice Principal Avery 
has thorns in her cunt" on the senior lockers, 
either. Not anymore. 

I call Monica back. 

"Mitchell," says Monica. 

"I'm on the job," I say. 

"I know. A certain Mr. Gottwald informed me." 

"It's going really well here." 

"That's not how he put it, Mitchell." 

"It's Mitch," I say. "My mother calls me 
Mitchell." 

"You don't like your mother, do you, Mitchell?" 

"Was there anything else?" 

"We're reviewing your certification. You are 
tainting the name of our organization." 

"I'm a damn good doulo," I say. 

"It's hard enough to gain acceptance in society 
without your insanity. And there's no such thing 
as a doulo." 

"Then who might you be talking to?" I say, 
notice now that Ezekial has wandered back into 
the kitchen area. He nibbles on a neon-green 
brioche. 

"Tell her how well things are going," I say. 

Ezekial leans into the mouthpiece. 

"They did a number on me," he says.

I've had a lot of jobs. Substitute gym teacher, line 
cook at a rib joint, mail boy at my late father's 


accounting firm. I was even in the movie business 
for a while, spent a few years as the guy with the 
walkie-talkie who lurks around the trailers, tells 
you to cross to the other side of the street. 

But I'm long past reinvention. I'm practically 
middle-aged, deep into cell degeneration or 
worse, relocation. I remember my Uncle Don 
had these weird patches of hair right under his 
shoulder blades. They made me want to puke. 
Guess who's got them now? Guess who pops his 
lats in the mirror and wants to puke? 

Point is, it's going to take a hell of a lot more 
than Monica Bolonik to dedoulo me. We're 
talking acres of paperwork.

I'm teaching Mr. Gottwald how to change his 
baby's diapers. 

"Wipe front to back," I say. 

"Thanks for that," he says. "This is my second 
kid. And I happen to be potty trained myself. I 
can't believe you talked me into letting you stay." 

I did talk him into letting me stay. Maybe it was 
the promise of another shoulder rub. Maybe it's 
the fact that Mrs. Gottwald's still running a fever 
and Ezekial's nanny, due back today, called in sick. 
The guy is feeling overwhelmed. 

"You're feeling overwhelmed," I say. 

Mr. Gottwald lifts the baby and crosses the 
loft to some wide windows that overlook a 
cobblestone lane, starts humming a lullaby I soon 
recognize, an ancient power ballad. The baby's 
wails turn to burpy moans. Soon he's nearing 
sleep. Good going, G. 

We're about the same age, I realize, maybe 
not that different after all, probably got drunk 
at the same kinds of high school deck parties, 
pumped our fists at the same dumb arena shows, 
parked behind the Burger King and watched 
some version of unattainable beauty hand sacks 
of french fries into people's cars. So he went to 
college, business school, and I stayed parked 
behind the Burger King. So he got rich, got 
married, sired a child he sings to about roses and 
thorns, and I bounced around, took a chance at 
city life, fell into some jams. We're still the same 
ordinary joes, at least now, here, both of us just 
trying to cope with this wondrous and horrible 
and confusing moment. 

"That song!" I shout, "I know that song!" 

The baby jerks awake, bawls. 

"Sonofabitch!" says Mr. Gottwald, and I notice 
his lower lip has acquired a severe spasm. 

I've seen worse. I'm seeing worse right now, 
namely Baby Gottwald. 

Picture a red onion with a mouth that isn't even 
a mouth but more some kind of incredibly loud air 
horn used by Satan to signal his minions to mop 
up all the infernal poop and gunk that spills forth 
from his fiery pangendered holes as he gives birth 
to every evil in the world. It's a lot to picture, I 
know, and some of it isn't a picture at all, but you 
get the idea. 

"We're all going to die here," says Mr. Gottwald. 

"You've got to relax," I say. "It's a -process." 

"You've got to be the worst fucking doula in the 
world." 

"Doulo," I say.

I'm washing dishes, folding up the pizza box, 
when Mr. Gottwald comes in and hands me 
his phone. It's Monica Bolonik. I'm decertified. I 
guess it doesn't require that much paperwork. If I 
remain on the Gottwald premises, Monica warns 
me, she will call the police. On the other hand. 
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she may call the police. 

"You have no jurisdiction," I say, but the line is 
already dead. 

"I guess that's good-bye," says Mr. Gottwald. 

"Good-bye? Because of a lousy piece of paper? 
Did a piece of paper educate you on newborn 
care? Did a piece of paper keep all the balls of 
nurturing in the air?" 

"Balls of nurturing?" 

"Gentle now, big fella." 

"What say we call it even," says Mr. Gottwald. 
"What say you just leave and I don't press 
charges." 

It's hard to hear him because of Baby Gottwald, 
who hasn't really stopped wailing since I woke 
him a few hours ago, but I think I get the gist. I 
get a better sense of the gist when Mr. Gottwald 
leaves the kitchen area and comes back with a 
few throwing stars jutting from his knuckles. 

"Let's not get ahead of ourselves," I say. 

"You came highly recommended. That woman 
Fanny Hitchens sent us a fabulous letter." 

Thing is, I'm touched by this because I wrote 
the letter and I guess I really nailed it, even got 
Fanny's signature right, which is pretty famous 
and appears on the jacket of her book. 

"Why don't you put that ninja crap away," I say. 
"Press what charges?" 

"Endangering the life of a child, for starters." 

"A child who, by his very definition, is 
endangered," I say. 

"I'm sorry," says Mr. Gottwald. "Excuse me?" 

"This life," I say, and my arm does this kind of 
grand sweepy thing I'm not quite able to control, 
"this thing we so blithely and with a detestable 
dearth of gravitas call life, it's not all cuddles and 
fluff, you know. It's also, methinks, a boat. And 
so we must ask ourselves, Who's got the helm? 
Where's the skipper? Doth a proper pilot dwell 
upon this heap?" 

"What the fuck are you-" 

"Here comes the dock! Look out, man!" 

I Frisbee the pizza box at Mr. Gottwald, bolt. 

Mr. Gottwald and a squealing Ezekial scramble 
after me, but I'm already there at the corner 
rack, the nunchakus up in full fiercesome bolo 
over my head. I slide-step to Mrs. Gottwald, who 
shrieks, shields the baby. Mr. Gottwald assumes a 
poignant fighting stance, throwing star cocked. 

"Barry, don't!" cries Mrs. Gottwald. "You'll hit 
Prague!" 

"Yes, Barry, don't," I say. "Prague?" 

"That's the baby's name." 

"Prague?" 

"We love the city. Now step away from my 
wife." 

I lift Mrs. Gottwald's swollen breast from her 
nightgown. 

"This is going to hurt," I say, "but we've got to 
clear those ducts." 

I lean down, suck hard. Mrs. Gottwald stiffens. 
My arm is going dead, and I begin to sense the 
nunchakus, our invincible cocoon of buzzing 
wood, slowing down, but in a moment it doesn't 
matter, nothing matters. The milk is sweet, 
drips thick in my mouth as Mrs. Gottwald's hind 
ducts open and all that deep cream starts to 
flow and I am suddenly every tiny helpless thing 
that ever wanted nothing but to survive another 
hour in this foolish, feckless universe. I am one 
particular tiny helpless thing, too, namely Mitch, 
mewling newbie Mitchell Malley, latched onto 
his lovely and exhausted mother, the mother of 
his alternate-reality dreams, the mother who will 


welcome wounded dugs, exult in throb and split, 
the mother who will spurn the antiseptic credos 
of the -medical-Madonna complex, who will love 
her little Mitchell creature no matter what fate 
forces him to become, who will cherish his butter- 
colored teeth and ratty (vintage) buckskin jacket. 

I guess it's probably a good thing my actual non¬ 
alternate reality mother's not around to witness 
this. How could she, though? She's in Montana 
with Vance and Tina. She's on life support, if I 
heard my sister's message right, though a part of 
me is still convincing the rest of me I didn't hear 
the message right. 

Everybody thinks I hate my mother, that all of my 
so-called shenanigans can be traced back to some 
primal trauma, but honestly, I'm the only one who 
ever called them shenanigans. The judges and the 
court-ordered psychiatrists used other words. And 
though I'm not exactly a rabid Vance fan, I love 
my mother. Like I said, she did the best she could. 
That's what I'm trying to do too, as I raise my 
lips from Mrs. Gottwald's nipple and press Baby 
Gottwald's mouth there. The hungry worm starts 
feeding and Mrs. Gottwald groans sweetly, and I 
get to work on the other breast. 

"Zekey," whispers Mr. Gottwald, "911." 

"Did it," says the boy in a faraway voice. 

When Fanny was dying in her apartment 
uptown, I sat with her most days and nights. I'd 
hold her birdlike hand—not that her hand looked 
like a bird, it looked more like a very old and 
sick hand—but I'd hold it as she whispered the 
wisdom of the doulas to me one last time.

No more forged letters from 
Fanny, either. I'll find the families that need me, 
appreciate my craft. I'll start with my building, 
with Paula the Crackhead down the hall. There's 
no question she's knocked up, and I'd wager she 
could stand for a little doulo-style tenderness. 
Trust might be an issue, but we'll build toward 
trust. I'll pay for a hand job, take things from 
there. 

Out the window the evening is strangely 
bright, and I wonder if the gods aren't having 
a festival of capricious cruelty in the sky, which 
for some reason I picture including a hot buffet, 
maybe because I can almost smell one, but then 
I notice some trucks parked down the block, big 
floodlights, reflectors rigged for a night shoot. 
Men and women with walkie-talkies mill around 
a food cart. 

There but for the grace of God, and Fanny 
Hitchens, mill I. 

Now the man with the weird-looking gun is 
shouting some official speech about the electrical 
nature of his weapon, which he vows to fire if I 
don't drop the nunchakus. 

"Be advised," he adds. 

"Be advised?" I say. "You've got it backward, 
buddy. I'm the doulo! I advise!" 

I don't drop the nunchakus. I whip them at his 
gun. They miss, skitter across the loft. 

So fighting is not my forte. 

So I never found my forte. 

"Zap this fuck!" calls one of the turtlenecks, 
maybe the turtleneck team leader. 

The volts eel up my spine, out my arms and legs, 
and as I'm going under I can see my fist pumping 
in the air, pumping once, twice, until finally it 
flops into a gentle caress of absolutely nothing. 

I call it the Doulo Salute. 

It's mine, too.

avid Cross has been joking about snorting cocaine during the 
2009 White House Correspondents' Dinner for quite some time 
now, but it wasn't until this recent PLAYBOY interview that 
he talked about the details of the event. Sure there's been a 
significant amount of backlash against it but the actor remains 
neither proud nor sorry for these actions. The bald and bearded 
star of the Emmy-winning series, Arrested Development, has surrounded 
his admission with an air of triviality by joking about it in his stand-up 
comedy act, not unlike his nonchalant admission of his recreational drug 
use. All this ruckus has been happening at around the same time as the 
release of the second season of The Increasingly Poor Decisions of Todd 
Margaret, which features Cross as the lead character, and of course his 


recurring role as the city councilman that often butts heads with Claire 
(Julie Bowen) of ABC's Modern Family. David Cross has been building 
his comedic career since he was given a break as a writer for The Ben 
Stiller Show 0990) and has consistently been a relevant name in sketch 
comedy since then. Of course, you might also remember him from Eternal 
Sunshine of the Spotless Mind, Men in Black, Scary Movie 2, and the 
villain toddlers abhorred in the Chipmunks movies, a franchise that he 
has expressed disdain for in the past. Eric Spitznagel pries more burning 
answers from David Cross by asking questions about his personal take on 
Occupy Wall Street, his rift with Jim Belushi and his brash comments about 
poser rock bands.

PLAYBOY: Let's see if we've got this straight: 
You're an American comic who went to London 
to make a TV show called The Increasingly Poor 
Decisions of Todd Margaret, about an American 
office temp who goes to London to sell energy 
drinks, and the show was picked up in the U.S. 
by a cable network devoted to independent 
films. Is there not an easier way to get on TV? 
CROSS: [Laughs] I guess I did choose the more 
roundabout way. I totally bypassed being a 
YouTube sensation and signing an eight-digit 
contract with one of the big four networks. 

Well, it's not like I went looking for it. I was in 
London doing stand-up, and a U.K. production 
company asked if I'd be interested in developing 
a show that could potentially be sold back to the 
States. It wasn't just about an American idiot in 
a foreign land: "Gee, I'm in Britain and things 
sure are different!"

PLAYBOY: After shooting Todd Margaret in 
London, do you feel it's more like home than 
New York, where you've lived for more than a 
decade? 

CROSS: In the beginning I vacillated wildly 
about whether I liked London or not. It can be 
frustrating and lonely, but that's no reflection 
on London. I guess New York is about as close 
to London as you're going to get in the States, 
even though the two cities are very different. 
They're both condensed, conducive to walking 
and aesthetically beautiful. They also both smell 
like urine, but New York pee has more of an 
asparagus quality and in London it's like sour 
clotted cream and broken enamel.

PLAYBOY: You've been an avid recreational 
drug user until very recently. Is there anything in 
which you still dabble? 

CROSS: Not really. I still get curious about 
whatever new drug comes down the pike. I 
remember somebody giving me meow meow 
at a party in London last year, but I didn't get 
anything out of it. There was a long period 
when I indulged in drugs, but I don't think I was 
ever addicted to any of them. I do think crack is 
addictive. I smoked it once, and it was a huge 
wake-up call. It was pretty amazing. I totally get 
the hype on it. But when it came time to get 
some more, I knew very clearly that if I stayed 
there—and I wanted to—my life would change 
right then and there for the worse. I never 
touched crack again.

PLAYBOY: Rumor has it you did cocaine at a 
White House Correspondents' Dinner, just 40 feet 
from President Obama. How the hell did you not 
get busted by the Secret Service? 

CROSS: Maybe 40 feet is a bit close. It was 
probably more like 65 feet. And it wasn't even 
that much cocaine. It was literally the size of, I 
don't know, a tick. It was a tiny granule of coke 
that I put on my wrist and said, "Watch this. I 


need a witness." And then I ducked under the 
table and did it. It wasn't like I got high. The jolt 
was similar to licking an empty espresso cup. It 
wasn't about that. It was just about being able 
to say that I did it, that I did cocaine in the same 
room as the president. I'm not proud of it, nor 
am I ashamed of it. My one regret is that I got 
my girlfriend [actress Amber Tamblyn] in trouble 
by association. I was her date, her plus-one, and 
she got dragged through the mud because of 
what I did. She had nothing to do with it. She 
didn't know I was going to do it. And because of 
that she'll never be invited to the White House 
again. That's not cool.

PLAYBOY: You're a big supporter of political 
protests, and you took part in several big 
demonstrations against the Iraq war. What's your 
take on Occupy Wall Street? 

CROSS: I rode my bike down there about a 
week ago. I have mixed emotions, and I did from 
the very beginning. My fear, which is born out 
of experience, is that the majority of the people 
will be well-meaning but ultimately feckless and 
perhaps may do more harm than good. I hope 
I'm wrong, but it feels as if not a whole lot is 
going to come of this.

PLAYBOY: There's a popular YouTube video of 
you being dragged off the stage by bouncers at 
a Jim Belushi concert. What happened exactly? 
CROSS: I had a very unpleasant experience 
with Jim prior to that. We were working on a 
movie together [1995's Destiny Turns On the 
Radio, and his behavior was reprehensible, 
shitty and awful. I don't want to rehash what he 
did, but from that point on he was fair game. 

My girlfriend and I were visiting friends on 
Martha's Vineyard, and I saw in the local paper 
that Belushi was performing. We went to the 
show, and it was like $45 to see his shitty cover 
band, which is basically just a vanity project. I 
decided to hop on stage and dance with him. 

I got kicked off, and then I hopped on again. I 
thought it was hilarious that I got kicked out of 
the club. Jim Belushi is such a cock.

PLAYBOY: Arrested Development, the short¬ 
lived but beloved TV series, is finally returning in 
2013 with a final season on Netflix and a movie. 
Is there a part of you that's worried you'll ruin 
the show's legacy? 

CROSS: It is going to be 3-D CGI, so we're 
already off to a bad start. No, based on what 
was described to me, it seems to be a very smart, 
original, interesting idea. I have high hopes for it. 
I'm definitely more confident than I was before, 
but that's not to say I'm 100 percent confident. 

I will not be 100 percent confident until it's 
completely made.

PLAYBOY: Tobias Funke, your character on 
Arrested Development, had an obsession with 


joining the Blue Man Group and often wore blue 
makeup. Was putting on all that blue paint a 
pain in the ass? 

CROSS: It was a huge pain in the ass. It took a 
long time to get completely made up, and then 
you couldn't touch anything. The paint is fairly 
greasy, and if you touched anything at all, even 
just a finger to your nose, it'd smudge and you'd 
have to go back to makeup. So I'd be sitting 
there for hours, trying not to touch anything. At 
the end of the day I'd have to take a minimum 
of two showers and quite often three before I'd 
get it all off and could go to bed. There was no 
jerking off without serious colorful repercussions. 
Then in the last season the real Blue Man Group 
was on the show, and George senior [played by 
Jeffrey Tambor] had become a member. They 
were putting the blue makeup on him, and the 
Blue Man guys were like, "No, no, no. What are 
you doing? We don't do it that way." Apparently 
they just wear a big blue unitard with an oval 
opening for the face, and their face is the only 
part they actually paint blue. Makes sense if you 
think about it, but I wish I had fucking known 
that two years earlier. It would've saved me a lot 
of misery.

PLAYBOY: Tobias suffered from "never-nude" 
syndrome, a fictional disorder that made him 
extremely uncomfortable with being naked. But 
there's a real phobia called gymnophobia, a fear 
of nudity. 

CROSS: Gymnophobia—that's going to be my 
new rap name. I'll be Jim, spelled -J-l-M, No 
Phobia, two words. Jim No Phobia. That's my 
Christian rap name, [laughs]

PLAYBOY: You don't seem to be the kind of guy 
who's bashful about his body. When was 
the last time you were naked in public? 

CROSS: I've been kicked out of a number of 
places for getting naked. The last time was the 
Soho House. Or was it the Metropolitan? It 
was some fancy place in London where I took 
my pants off because I didn't want to be there 
anymore and all my friends wanted to be there. I 
was really drunk and being a brat, so I was trying 
to get us kicked out. It worked, by the way.

PLAYBOY: So you're actually the opposite of a 
never-nude. 

CROSS: I love nudity. It's just such an easy, cheap 
laugh. And it's fun to do. I have no qualms 
whatsoever about taking my clothes off for no 
reason.

PLAYBOY: You grew up poor in Georgia, 
sometimes sleeping in cheap motels or on 
friends' couches.

THE HIP 

The width of the hip measures close 
enough to the waist, sometimes 
even squared to an angle versus the 
traditional contoured. The shape is 
allowed at the bum instead. These 
sides and the seam on the inner 
leg define the drop of the jeans, so 
anticipate the room when you get to 
break onto a new pair. 


New jeans tend to be stiff, 
the heft depending on how 
raw the fabric is, or how 
many times it has been 
washed. Washing is done 
after manufacturing to lose 
the indigo dye, its frequency 
according to the color style. 
This means the pair have been 
pre- shrunk too. Those that 
come in raw denim are likely 
to slacken and would stretch, 
thus broken- in, after being 
worn a few times. 


To sporadically wear your 
new jeans unwashed for 
four months may sound 
appalling, but this is what 
denim aficionados actually 
recommend. Wash them only 
after they have been broken-in 
adequately. Do not tumble-dry 
new jeans as they will shrink, 
regardless if they have been 
pre-shrunk. Spin-dried jeans 
should be left to hang to 
preserve crispness and form.

THE WAIST 

is a little below one's navel, but 
the updated jean waist is now a 
couple of centimeters below or 
above one's pelvic bone. A good fit 
is not the one the size that is snug 
on the upper hip, but the one next 
to it.

You should be able to hook 
one thumb when worn. 


THE CROTCH 

The update relaxed fit is likely 
to ride higher on the crotch to 
adjust to the drop waist.

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CYBER! CRIME 


FOOD, CLOTHING AND SHELTER ARE MOST INDISPENSABLE, 
AND YES, THEY MAY VERY WELL BE ON TOP OF THE LIST, BUT IMAGINE A LIFE WITH NO CONNECTION TO PEOPLE AND SPACES 
BEYOND YOUR PHYSICAL REACH. IMAGINE A LIFE DEVOID OF COMMUNICATION AND ACCESS TO INFORMATION ESSENTIAL FOR 
YOU TO BE ABLE TO GO THROUGH YOUR DAILY ROUTINE. AN EXISTENCE WITHOUT SUCH THINGS COULD HAVE BEEN ACCEPTABLE 
SEVERAL YEARS AGO, BUT WHO, IN THIS DAY AND AGE, CAN LIVE WITHOUT WHAT MAY WELL BE THE FOURTH BASIC HUMAN NEED: 
THE INTERNET. 


T he Internet is vital. It is almost equivalent 
to oxygen for people who require it to 
make a living. It offers limitless space for 
information and amusement. One click 
and an assortment of windows to worlds 
far beyond their reach open before them. 
But as significant as it is, people find peril 
at the ever growing influence of the technology. 
While the Internet serves as a rich source of 
vital information and an intangible bridge that 
connects people, evil abounds. Causing such a stir 
is Cybersex. 

Seemingly, the Internet has become a favorite 
ground for sex-centric crimes perpetrated by a 
variety of individuals - from the most twisted to 
the most imperceptible. Prevalent and considered 
most disturbing would be that of exposing minors 
to the flagrancy of the online sex trade. It has 
been common to hear of strange men, pedophiles 
lurking in dark, unknown corners, waiting to 
lunge on the freshest catch from the unbridled 
ponds of sex traffickers on the Internet. And there 
are people, mostly women, who are coerced into 
this deplorable exchange. 

This is definitely wrong, but no matter how evil 
a deed may be, it's not a crime if there is no law. 

Aside from the issue of copyright infringement 
which has already caused much outrage the past 
few years, the shameless online abuse which 
utilizes sex is also one of the reasons why a bill 
was introduced and is now pending in Congress. 
The Cybercrime Prevention Act was drafted to 
find the balance between the need to exploit the 
resources of the worldwide web and protect the 
citizens from being exploited. 

In the declaration of policy, the bill recognizes the 
role of information and communications industries 
such as telecommunications or broadcasting in the 
nation's social and economic development. The 
bill also recognizes that it is important to provide 
an environment conducive to the development 
of information and communications technology. 
More importantly, there is a need to protect and 
safeguard the integrity of computer, computer 
and communications systems, networks, and 
databases, and the confidentiality, integrity and 
availability of information and data stored therein. 


In addition, the answer to cybercrime problems, 
as the bill suggests, is to establish means to 
facilitate detection, investigation and prosecution 
at both the domestic and international levels and 
to provide arrangements for fast and reliable 
international cooperation. 

What exactly could the authorities do 
under the proposed bill? Under Chapter IV 
on enforcement and implementation, the law 
enforcement authorities could, with due cause, 
and upon securing a court warrant, collect or 
record traffic data, in real-time, associated with 
specified communications transmitted by means 
of a computer system. They can also issue an 
order requiring any person or service provider to 
disclose or submit subscriber's information, traffic 
data or relevant data in his or its possession 
or control. Furthermore, the authorities can 
intercept content of communications through 
the use of electronic eavesdropping or tapping 
devices, in real time or at the same time that the 
communication is occurring. Imagine a cyber 
higher being with across-the-board cyber powers 
that can detect all shady and malevolent behavior 
occurring online. 

With the new powers granted under the 
proposed bill, there are concerns regarding the 
right to privacy of a person. Senator Angara had 
an interesting answer. He said that "with the 
onset of the internet, people have surrendered 
much of their privacy anyway" that "it is a reality 
nowadays that people's private lives are being 
laid bare, sometimes unintentionally." But he also 
clarified that precisely, the bill intends to draw 
the line that would determine when a criminal 
liability is incurred. 

The bill seeks to punish, among others, 
Cybersex which was initially defined as "any 
person who establishes, maintains or controls, 
directly or indirectly, any operation for sexual 
activity or arousal with the aid of or through 
the use of a computer system, for a favor or 
consideration." During the deliberations in the 
senate, this definition was scrutinized for being 
vague. In particular, what exactly is an operation 
for sexual activity or arousal? Is it necessary to 
establish the intent of the offender to cause 


arousal? Is the operation of an online men's 
magazine site covered? These were some of the 
questions posed. 

A more concrete example would be when for 
a consideration, a person is subscribed to a men's 
online publication. Strictly speaking there should 
be a cybercrime as all the requirements under 
the definition of cybersex was already satisfied - 
there is an operation for sexual arousal with the 
aid of a computer for a consideration. 

Giving in to the reservations of Senators 
Teofisto Guingona and Miriam Defensor- 
Santiago, the definition was eventually changed. 
As reworded, cybersex is defined as "the willful 
engagement, maintenance, control, or operation, 
directly or indirectly, of any lascivious exhibition 
of sexual organs or sexual activity, with the aid of 
a computer system, for favor or consideration." 
The word arousal which was argued to be 
subjective was deleted and changed to a 
lascivious exhibition of sexual organs or sexual 
activity. 

There is a well established distinction between 
sex and obscenity. This was the pronouncement 
by the United States Supreme Court which dates 
back to 1973 in the landmark case of Miller vs. 
California. The distinction was also adopted by 
the Philippine Supreme Court in several cases 
discussing obscenity vis-a-vis the Constitutional 
right of freedom of speech. Understood in 
the simplest way, a material is obscene when 
it arouses sexual desire, through portrayal of 
explicit sexual conduct without literary, artistic, 
political, or scientific value. 

With all these rulings, we can safely conclude 
that the operation of online men's magazine 
sites like playboyph.com will not violate the law. 
PLAYBOY and all other similar online magazines 
are far from being obscene and any law that 
will penalize them as such is an unconstitutional 
abridgment of the freedom of speech and 
expression. As a matter of fact, this perturbation 
was even more settled when Senator Angara 
declared that the digital magazine is a publication 
protected under the law. 

The bill also punishes the use of devices 
designed or adapted primarily for the purpose

Due to the 
scandal, the actor became 
the number one Google 
search term in China for 
that year. 


We first heard from Amy 
Fisher in 1992 when she 
shot and almost killed the 
wife of Joey Buttafuoco, 
her 36-year-old lover. The 
so-called "Long Island 
Lolita" was 17 at the 
time. She would once 
again enter the limelight 
in 2007 when nude 
pictures and videos of her 
and her husband, Louis 
Bellera appeared over 
the internet. At Age 33, 
Fisher would start her 
own porn site and later 
tour the United States as 
a stripper. 


Hotel heiress, Paris Hilton 
was already famous for 
being famous when her 
sex tape was released 
in the market in 2004. 
Released right before The 
Simple Life was aired, the 
video featured Paris with 
then lover Rick Salomon. 
Paris Hilton would later 
sue Salomon for releasing 
the tape. Paris claims to 
have never received a 
single cent from the CD 
but her celebrity status 
catapulted significantly 
since the video was 
released. 


Kim Kardashian 



Kim Kardashian gained 
notoriety in 2007 thanks to 
a released sex tape of her 
and singer Ray J. She later 
ointo a superstar, involving 
herself in numerous 
endorsement deals. She 
became the highest paid 
reality star in 2010 by 
earning an estimated $6 
million dollars. 
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of committing for instance cybersex. Senator 
Guingona expressed concerns that the ambiguity 
of the standard of "primary purpose" would 
give the authorities the power to determine a 
violation. So if someone uploads a picture of his 
girlfriend wearing a bikini in the Internet, the 
authorities can very well pronounce a violation. 
However, the mere act of uploading a picture in 
the internet is not a cybercrime simply because 
there was no favor or consideration involved. 
Would it make a difference if the picture was 
"naughty nude"? There may be. Under the bill, 
however, there are proper strictures in place that 
would keenly guide the authorities with their 
determination. 

Senate Bill No. 2796 or the Cybercrime 
Prevention Act of 2012 has already been 
approved on Third Reading and has been 
transmitted to the House of Representatives 
where the Senate requested concurrence. 
Interestingly, thirteen senators voted in favor of 
the bill and only one voted against it. Senator 
Guingona, the lone dissenter, disagreed with the 
passage of the bill mainly due to the definition 
of cybersex. He believed that the bill not only 
curtails freedom of speech and expression but it 
also legislated morality stressing that no one has 
the right to say what is moral and immoral. 

We now ask ourselves: is this bill good news 
or bad news? Are we to start our own strike 
or online protest similar to what the world 
did against Stop Online Piracy Act (SOPA) and 
Protect IP Act (PIPA). I do not think so. Senator 
Angara is correct in saying that the Cybercrime

Prevention Act is nothing like the SOPA or 
PIPA which contains provisions allowing for 
the issuance a court order requiring 1) Internet 
providers to block access to foreign websites; 
2) financial transaction provider like credit- 
card processors to stop processing payments 
to the sites; and 3) Internet advertising service 
or advertising networks to stop placing ads on 
the sites. Instead, what we have is protection 
from cyber criminals through 
law enforcement authorities 
who would have for instance 
the capability, with proper 
authorization, to trace even 
malicious anonymous messages 
sent through various social 
networking websites. There will be 
a law which will protect citizens 
who do not know where to run 
for protection when abused 
by cyber criminals who use 
sex as weapon. If parameters 
of what is permissible will be 
properly defined, exploitation can 
be prevented. That is a kind of 
protection we truly need today. We 
just have to take cue from what 
Senator Angara said - that in 
the realm of morality and 
something technically 
new, controversies 
will always be 
present.
